Sacramento, Oil,, Feb. It.—Yielding 
to tin* pressure brought to bear by 
President Roosevelt and Governor Gil­ 
lett, the California assembly retired 
from its previous position on the anti- 
Japanese m atters by reconsidering the 
former vote on the segregation of J a ­ 
panese students in the public schools 
and finally rejecting the measure by 
a vote of 41 to 37. 
An effort by the 
supporters of the bill further to re­ 
consider was lost by a tie vote and 
the assembly is now clear of any anti- 
Japanese measure objected to by the 
national administration. 
The fight for the suppression of the 
bill was won only after many hours of 
heated debate on the floor. 
The strug­ 
gle started at 10:30 o’clock in the 
morning on the presentation of a reso­ 
lution by Assemblyman J. P. Transue 
of Los Angeles affirming the right, of 
the state to govern its schools, but 
withdrawing tie* Japanese segregation 
measure' because of the president's ob­ 
jection to it and lasted until 4 o'clock 
in 
the 
afternoon,

one would suddenly jump up and 
ding to the wall where the magnet 
was concealed.

The Magnet ae a Detaotive. 
In America the magnet has come 
rather extensively into use in the han­ 
dling of iron and steel castings. Sus­ 
pended from a locomotive crane, It 
can also be used for collecting scraps 
of metal from floors and yards. Large 
am ounts are said to be saved lu this 
w*ay. And as the magnet moves over 
the ground It may bring to light pieces 
which have mysteriously disappeared 
—concealed, it may be, by employeeo 
to hide blunders iii their work. Some 
years ago In England the magnet was 
found useful In a somewhat sim ilar 
way in the detection of fraud. Mauu- 
facturers cf bone manure found th at 
they were buying old iron along w ith 
the bones. 
Collectors found th at it 
was profitable to insert bits of old 
gietal In the larger bones and thus in­ 
crease the weight. So the m anufac­ 
turers provided themselves w ith a 
powerful magnetic apparatus under 
which all the bones were passed be­ 
fore being weighed. 
As the bones 
were slid along a broad groove a large 
one would suddenly jum p up and 
cling to the wall where the m agnet 
was concealed. 
On exam ination It 
would be found to contain perhaps a 
rusty old poker in place of m arrow.— 
London Globe. 


A Squid In Hawaii. 
In discovering the failings or eccen­ 
tricities of a persou H aw aiians not 
only show perspicacity, but an aptness 
in applying a nickname to the one 
possessing such characteristics. 
The 
politician who changes his faith too 
often is called a squid (octopus). 
One 
species of this anim al is caught by the 
aid of a torchlight in shallow water. 
W hile a bag net is held some distance 
in front of it, so that it can conven­ 
iently run into it and be caught, it is 
prodded behind by the fisherman’s 
foot.

Under various names the French le­ 
gion has existed since the eighteenth 
century aud was finally constituted as 
at present in-1830. It consists of twelve 
battalions divided into two regiments, 
mustering a total strength of 12,000 
men. 
Eight thousand are kept in the 
far east, the remainder serving in 
northern Africa. 
In the early days 
the regiments were divided into “na­ 
tional sections.” men from the same 
country being kept together.

The total m inder of 
fourses is not given, but War^ men­ 
tions that he had to give In after par­ 
taking of 138 different dishes, “where­ 
upon his hosts wondered greatly”—pre­ 
sum ably at his abstem iousness. 
Probably, however, the Eskimo ban­ 
quets last longer than any others and 
the quantity of food sw allow ed is also 
proportionately greater. 
Ross records 
tliat seven of his party of natives once 
ate continuously for thirty-three hours, 
during which time they consumed 200 
pounds of seal meat. 
Europeans ex­ 
u d e d to the same clim atic conditions 
act in much the sam e way. 
Captain 
Scott of the Discovery on his return 
from his long sledge journey over the 
inland ice of the antarctic continent 
did nothing but eat and sleep for the 
space of three days and nights, and 
even then he was still hungry. 
Commander Peary and his party, re­ 
turning famished from 
their futile 
dash for the pole in 190G. slaughtered 
a herd of seven musk oxen on H ajen 
island, off the extrem e north of Green­ 
land. 
For two days and nights there­ 
after they crouched inside their snow 
huts, eating continuously, and fchen 
they had finished the pile of bones 
outside w as “as high as a tall man’s 
chin.”

A STRIKE IN OLD EGYPT. 


There W as Trouble In the Building 
Trade In Pharaoh's Day. 
Egyptian history discloses the details 
of a labor difficulty at Thebes In th«* 
year 1400 It. C. The strike was In the 
building trades, and the strikers were 
masons. 
They were paid In rations, 
and they claimed that th«*se were in­ 
sufficient to sustain them and their 
families until the following pay day.

Mayor McClellan has issue«! a proc­ 
lamation calling on citizens to dec­ 
orate their homes and he has asked 
President Roosevelt to order the fir­ 
ing of the national salute from every 
United States warship, wherever it 
may be.

For several months a committee of 
prominent citizens has been laboring 
to make Lincoln centennial day one 
of the greatest in the history of the 
city. 
Probably the part of the city’s 
programme that has attracted most 
attention among the people is the 
gathering of the city’s school children 
in the public schools

the 
character of Lincoln extolled, to listen 
to the reading of the Gettysburg ad­ 
dress and to sing patriotic songs.

weeks in the life of Lincoln and the 
lessons to be learned therefrom and 
they are displaying eager interest in 
tomorrow’s celebration.

SORTINO PEARLS. 


Th* Gems Vary Greatly In Size, Shape 
and Quality. 
When the pearls are taken from the 
dead fish they are first sorted accord­ 
ing to size. 
This is done by passing 
ttjem through a aet of ten small brass 
.steres, called baskets, with meshes of 
Tarring sizes. Pearls of the first class 
that are perfect both in sphericity and 
In luster are called hnl. Those of the 
*recond class, that to (he average ob­ 
server seem equally without flaw, are 
nnitarl, and most of the pearls we see 
Jn the west and on general sale come 
under this head. 
Of the third class, 
called masauku, arc those that are 
somewhat Irregular in shape and a 
trifle off in color, but that are valuable 
for use In clusters and are largely 
used by eastern artificers In mountings 
of various sorts. 
Rural Is the double 
or twinned pearl, which, when of good 
luster and sufficiently freakish shape. 
Is sometimes enormously valuable. In 
this class the most wonderful speci­ 
men on record Is tho great Southern 
Cross pearl, which Is in reality nine 
pearls naturally grown together and 
forming a perfect cross an inch and a 
half long. It was found off the const 
of Western Australia in 1874. 
Many 
seed pearls and rejections, called va- 
divu, are generally ground into chu­ 
nam and used as an Ingredient in a 
favorite sweetmeat. 
From China also 
comes a heavy demand for seed pearls. 
and in India bushels of them literally 
are used in the decoration of Idols and 
sacred Images and of weapons as well.

A STRIKE IN OLD EGYPT. 


There Wa* Trouble 
In the Building 
Trade In Pharaoh's Day. 
Egyptian history discloses the details 
of a labor difficulty at Thebes In the 
year 1400 B. C. The strike was In the 
building trades, and the strikers w’ere 
masons. 
They were paid In rations, 
and they claimed that these were in­ 
sufficient to sustain them and their 
families until the following pay day. 
On the 10th of the month they laid 
down their tools and gathered behind 
a chapel. “We are hungry,” they said, 
“and there are eighteen days before 
the next pay day.” They charged the 
paymasters with dishonesty, saying 
that they gave false measure. 
The 
paymasters charged the men with 
want of foresight In feasting too well 
while the rations lasted. 
After long discussion the men decid­ 
ed to return to work on condition that 
Pharaoh himself investigate the mat­ 
ter. Two days later Pharaoh came to 
the temple and decided that the ma­ 
sons should have their wages raised 
at once. For a little while all went 
well, but evidently the paymasters did 
not live up to their agreement, for on 
the 5th of the next month the strike 
was again In full force, and for three 
whole days not a tool was lifted. 
The strikers decided to go out to the 
public with their troubles, but they 
found themselves locked in the temple. 
Then they broke out and rushed Into 
the streets, frightening pedestrians as 
they paraded the thoroughfares.

Lincoln’s birthday has been a legal 
holiday in 
New 
York for several 
years and the general cessation of 
work is an annual occurrence, but to­ 
morrow even those business houses 
which have heretofore failed to ob­ 
serve 
the 
holiday will close their 
doors. Stores, offices, shops and dwell­ 
ing houses will be adorned with flags 
and a greater display of bunting than 
has ever before marked a holiday in 
the metropolis is expected. 
Mayor McClellan has issued a proc­ 
lamation calling on citizens to dec­ 
orate their homes and he has asked 
President Roosevelt to order the fir­ 
ing of the national salute from every 
United States warship, wherever it 
may be. Lincoln’s Gettysburg address 
is to be read in every army post and 
on every war vessel. 
For several months a committee of 
prominent citizens has been laboring 
to make Lincoln centennial day one 
of the greatest in the history of the 
city. 
Probably the part of the city’s 
programme th at has attracted most 
attention among the people is the 
gathering of the city’s school children 
in the public schools to hear the 
character of Lincoln extolled, to listen 
to the reading of the Gettysburg ad­ 
dress and to sing patriotic songs. The 
school children, numbering more than 
600,000, have 
been 
instructed 
for 
weeks in the life of Lincoln and the 
lessons to be learned therefrom and 
they are displaying eager interest in 
tomorrow’s celebration.
